Tho’ I underfland but little of the Doftrine of Chances 
and the Mifteries of De ASiwre, yet I could never conceive 
a good Opinion of Lotteries, or any other Games of Chance, 
which take up the Time and employ the Minds of the 
Women and the Fools of this Age, from their firft up-rifing 
about Onze in the Afternoon to their lying down to reft again 
about Oze in the Morning. The Governing Paflion of 
thefe Creatures turns wholly upon Gain, and how to re- 
concile it with a State of Sloth and Lazinefs is their Study, 
if fuch Infignificants can be faid to ftudy at all: A Lottery 
therefore fuits their Inclination and Purpofe. Hoy/e’s Art 
of Cheating is in every Hand among them; and, I am 
told, that feveral idle Fellows, who have been brought up 
at the Foot of the fame Gamalie/, or fome fuch other Con- 
nsiffeur, have made out a comfortable Livelihood in ex- 
pounding and reducing into Pradtice the Mitteries of that 
ufeful Art, to the Fribhles of the Town, and fuch Ladies 
who can prevail with themfelves to get up of a Morning 
an Hour before Dinner-‘l'ime for their InftruCtion.

Befides the Fribb/es, this Age feems to abound with other 
Fools, not only thro’ all the learned, but alfo thro’ all other 
Profeflions ; and tho’ a wife Man and a Fool are of the 
fame Species, yet the unequal Eland of Providence, in their 
Formation, plainly fhew that the one was made to excite 
Contempt and the other Admiration ; that the/e were made 
to conceive and direé&t, and thofe to obey and execute im- 
plicitly.

As thefe owe their Rife and Stations to mere Chance, ’tis 
to Wonder that Lorteries are held in fuch Efteem among 
them ; for it was by mere Lottery, that /ome People came 
into Power: But where they find Folks enough of the 
fame Length of Heads with themfelves, to run in with 
their Schemes, is not fo much bevond my Comprehenfion 
% one might imagine ; for there is a certain Set of People 





difperfed up and down the World, call’d Knaves, who at- 
tend to the Motions of Fools, and are ever at their Heels, 
like Foxes, who, when the Badger has finifhed his fub- 
terranean Manfion, fteal in and fhare in the Benefit of his 
Labour, and fometimes engrofs the whole. 

Lotteries are Enemies to Induttry and Commerce : They 
take off the Attention from a fair Way of Trade, and turn 
the Mind from an honeft Purfuit to Fraud and Circumven- 
tion. People are apt to fall in with the fhorteft or fpeedielt 
Way of growing rich, und prefer 10,000 /. got in a Fort- 
night without Trouble, to double the Sum obtained in the 





ordinary tedious way of Traffic, attended with Uncertainty, | 
great Expences, Loffes, and Anxicties of Mind ; for every 


Adventurer promifes himfelf the Event of the moft fortu- 
nate Lots, and therefore not only throws in all his ready 


Cafh into the dtlufive Fund, but ftretches his Credit to | 
take up all the Money he can raife, perhaps at an exorvi- | 
tan. -atereft, for that Purpofe ; but in the End finds him- | 


felf Ceceived, all his Hopes vanithed, all his Projets for | 


retiring out of the bufy World into Tranquility and Ea‘e 
defeated ! his Family rained, and himfelf perhaps thrown 
into a Jail, unlefs he has Friends and a little Refidue left 
to fet himfelf up again in the World. Melancholy muft 
the Reflection be to begin where he meant to have ended ! 
whereas had the unhappy Adventurer contented himfelf 
with the flow and ordinary Produce of his Induftry in the 
Bufinefs he was brought up to, he might, by a few Years 
Application, have honeftly attained to the utmoft of his 
Withes, fee his Family well fettled, and himfelf in a tran- 
quil Retirement. 

Tis very furprizing that Tradefmen, (I fpeak not of 
thofe who deal mercantily into foreign Country) who are 
generally expert at Numbers, and confequently capable of 
Calculation, fhould be ever drawn in to rifque their Money 
at fo great a Difproportion: But the Chance is the Lure ; 
there is Magic in the Word! and to give fomething extra- 
ordinary to lie in the way of 10000/. is not confidered as 
an Extravagance. There is hardly a Family in /ta/;, how- 
ever fo poor, but educates a Son for the Church ; as he 
ftands as fair a Chance for the Popedom, as the Son of any 
great Family whatfoever: Therefo.e, the Expence of an 
Education, which gives a Man fuch a Chance, is thought 
to be well Jaid out by the anthinking, who never calcu- 
late or confider Events, and that there is but one Prize to 
more than 10000 Blanks. 
teries among us. My Ticket, argues a poor induflrious 
Wretch, may beas fortunate as my Lord-Mayor’s ; and fo 
throws in his All into the Gulph of Deflruction. ‘This 
Strength of Iinagination, this Faith of Expectation, became 
fo very epidemical fome Years fince, that there was hardly 
a Street in this great Mctropolis but had a private Lottery 
going on it every Weck; which, after having ruined tlie 
Subflance and Minds of near half the induflrious Part of the 
‘Town, the Government took Notice of, and prohibited 
under fevere Penalties by an exprefs Law for that Purpofe. 
This was faid to be done to guard the inferior Ranks of 
People from the Frauds and Impofitions of defigning Knaves ; 
fo that Government Lotteries alone were tollerated, which 
as none but People of good Circumftances could reach, 
"twas thought it could no wife affeét the lowell Claifs of the 
People.

‘This Scheme has been 
found to take in all working Handicrafifmen, Halt Side 
Shopkeepers of Pedlary Ware, and all thofe who fland 
next before the loweft Clafs of the People ; but to lure in 
Folks of all Denominations, Sorts, and Kinds, an Improve- 
ment has been made upon the Scheme of. {plitting and d:- 
viding a Ticket into Shares, by parcelling a ‘Ticket out into 
Chances, perhaps 100, and thefe again fubdivided into 
Shares, alfo to be hired out for a certain Time agreed upon, 
a Week, or perhaps a Day, ata feeming cheap Rate ; at 
leaft, at fuch an eafy Rate as any Perfon, who is Maller of 
Eighteen Pence, may purchafe a whole Chance; and who 
would not for fuch a Tyifle put himfelf in the way of the 
capital Prize of 10,000/.? There is hardly a Woman as 
an Oyfter-Tub or an Apple-Barrow, but would chearfully 
lay out a Week's Profits for a Ride or two in Change-Aliiy, 
and fhut up Shop to attend the drawing of their Chayces at 
Guildhall into the Bargain, The poor Servant Wench, 
who groans under the 'T'yranny of Service, is drawn in to 
facrifice her Wages at this Altar of Chance, and purfues 
her ill Luck at the Expence of the few Cloaths which the 
has fo painfully carned ; all go to the Pawnbroker to ena 
ble her to.ride away in Change- Alley, ‘The Apprentice- 
Boy that can get conveniently at his Mafter’s Till, and the 
good Wife who fteals her Hand into her Hufband’s Pocket 
while he fnores, bemew'd in Beer, a-Bed, may be accoin- 
modated with a whole ‘Ticket for what Time they think 
fit, and fo renew upon Occaficn to the lait Day of Draw- 
ing, as they have better Opportunities to raife Money than 
the above poor Adventurers in Chances have, and fo per- 
haps may be above dealing in fo low away.
